State Reports on 


Supply of Water 


in San Gabriel 


Water levels in the San Gabriel 


basin have dropped since 1916. 


In the 'central valley they are 


about the same as in 1904, while in 
outlying parts they are lower. 


This is the conclusion after a 


three-year survey, made by the state 
division of water rights in coopera- 
tion with the Los Angeles county, 
flood control district,,the city of Pas- 
adena and water companies south of 
Covina. The supervision -was under 
the supervision of Harold Conkling 
and it will be continued next year. 


It was undertaken to establish a 


firm foundation on which may be 
built an engineering plan for greater 
water conservation in that district. 


REPORT FILED 


The report was filed Saturday with 


the Los Angeles office of the state 
division, 1025 Sun Finance building, 
Los Angeles, and copies furnished its 
Alhambra office, 
521 West Main 


street, and the. state printer. 


No attempt is made to draw broad 


conclusions or to analyze except 
where .such analysis is necessary to 
njake it understandable. 


However, a striking illustration of 


the value of reservoirs to impound 
flood waters is set forth. 


A record storm in April of this 


year was the first run-off of 'conse- 
quence. The unyt rate of percolation 
was from three to five times that 
found in the small flows of previous 
years. 


In that flood 58,000 acre feet pass- 


ed through Whittier narrows and 
52,000 feet ofL San Gabriel water 
passed into the ocean. An acre foot 
is the amount of water required to 
cover one acre a foot deep. Of this 
runoff 30,000 acre feet came from 
San Gabriel' canyon and the remaind- 
er from other streams and valley 
floor rainfall.

Its purpose was 
to determine the amount of water 
available in the canyon, so as to 
have information upon which to base 
a disposition of the application. . 


'Just aow," Reagan said, "there 


is a small annual flow-off into the 
ocean from the canyon, as a result 
of the partially completed flood con- 
trol program. Channels have been 
cleared of vegetation, which would 
impede the runoff and cauae flood 
damage. This is only one step in the 
program. The next is to replace ar- 
tificially the natural impediments to 
run-off. This will be done, of course, 
by erection of the San Gabriel dam, 
lyhich will enable us to control the 
runoff at such rate that it can be 
handled by the natural and prepar- 
ed infiltration beds, to the end that 
ventually there will be no flow from 
;he canyon into the ocean at all. 


"Because of tho stage of flood 
ontrol work in the canyon, and the 
exceptional flood conditions of last 
pring, figures on flow-off during the 
last three years are not a safe cri- 
erion upon which to base expecta- 
tion of future excess water supply." 


Although the flood control district 


has contributed more than $30,000 
toward financing the run-off investi- 
gation, which the division of water 
rights was unable to pay for, no copy 
of the reported findings has been 
supplied the flood control depart 
ment as yet, Reagan said.
